AS IT IS IN ENGLISH PROSPECTS NOW. 

Interesting Developments Touching Racing in Eng- 
land Next Tear. 



A meeting of tlie .lockey (Tub was bold at Xewr- 
market on Wednesday in the First Oetoln^r week 
(OctolMr 4). There were present Lord Jersey, Sir 
John Thurshy. Mr. Arthur James (stewards). Sir 
W. Rass, Sir E. Cassel. Sir R. W. R. Jardine. Cap- 
tain I..aiug. Mr. J. W. Larnach, Lord Lonsdale, Mr. 
G. 1). Smith. 

lM»rd Jersey said that, in view of the fact that 
the present racing season was drawing to a close, 
the club would, no doubt, wish to be made ac- 
♦luainted with the future prosi>ects. Since li^ had 
communicated to them the wishes of His Majesty’s 
government at a previous meeting of the club, he 
h:id endeavored to keep in touch writh the board 
of trade, so that the stew-ards might be informed 
at once if there was any probability of increased 
fa<‘ilities for racing fixtures being available. He 
had had an interview with Mr. liiinciman, and some 
subseipient correspondence with him on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Kunciman had definitely stated that he 
could not suggest that the stewards should grant 
any :t<lditional fixtures for this season, beyond those 
at New'iuarkct, aln^ady advertised; but he had re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Runciraan as follows: 
Board of Tr.ide, 

Whitehall Gardens, S. W., 

September 20, 1916. 

Dear Lord Jersey: 

With reference to our recent conversation on 
the question of facilities for racing under Jockey 
(Tub Rules during next season, I feel bound to 
place on record the following facts: 

(1) That the House of Commons has undoubted 
misgivings on the queston of the continuance of 
racing during the war, and that this feeling has 
found expression on several occasions; 

(2) 'That with the progress of the war the strain 
upon our railways continues to grow greater, and 
that it will be quite impossible to provide railway 
facilities for the purpose of race meetings; and, 

(3) That in view of the great shortage of sup- 

plies of petrol, the consumption of petrol for any 
other than essential puriioses is against the national 
interest. ^ 

I appreciate, however, the necessity for the con- 
tinuance of racing on a restricted scale if the horse- 
breeding industry in this countr>' is to be main- 
tained. The government will, therefore, as at 
present advised, raise no objection to arrangements 
lM*ing made for holding, in addition to the meetings 
at Newmarket, a limited number of meetings under 
JtM key Club Rules during the next season under the 
same conditions and restrictions as are at present in 
force, but of course the matter may have to be 
reconsidered later on.

Not since the days of winter n-icing in California and at Jack.sonville, Fla., has such a winter stake 
program been put forth for the consideration of owners as that now temlered by the Business Men’.s 
Racing Association of New Orleans, In fact, it is b<?tter than many of the summer stake programs of a 
nmuiMT of the northern racing organizations. 

In all fifteen stakes are prolfered, of which two are for three-year-olds and the others for three- 
year-olds and over. They will all close for entries but a few- days before their running. Of this the 
association says: ‘This is an advantage iMith w-ays. It gives the ns.so(*iation the use of all available 

material and it saves the horsenn'u from the burden of forfeits for sick or crippled horses.” 

Entrance and starting fees are small. To tlie $.7,(MM1 added Crescent ('ity Handicap it is $1.7 to enter 
and $.3.7 more to start. To the $4,IX)0 Hotel Men’s Handicap. $10 to enter and $2.7 more to start. To tlie 
$2,(KK> added Rex liandicap it is $10 to enter and $1.7 mure to start. To all the otliers it is $7 to enter 
and $10 more to start. Since no stall rent, entrance fi*es to purs« s or declaration fei‘s frimi purses is 
chargeu for. it will Im* an inexiM*nsive place to race.

fore, in dm? course, consider tlie .allotting of fix- 
tun*s for next siason. 

It might interest tlie club to know that he had 
supplied Mr. Ruii<*iinan with oiTicial figures com- 
piled at tin? registry office, sliow’ing the great d«— 
cn*ase of horses now in training in this country 
conip;tre<l xvith fornn*r years, and also tin* coni - 
paratlve numbers of those which had run in England 
and S«-otlanrt in 1913 (Indiig the year before war 
was de<*lart*d), and in 1916. upto the end of August 
in each of those two years. Tin* figures puMi*<ln‘d 
in the Annual Volume of the *Tt:u-ing Calendar” 
inclinled horses which, had run in Ireland; but, as 
ra<-ing in that country was m»t restri<*ted as in 
England, he thought it fairer for purposes of < oin - 
parison to obtain figures dealing only with Enghiiui 
and Scotland. The most interesting of the figures 
were those which showed that on March 1, 1914, the 
numlH*r of horses in training v.-as 4.014. and that on 
Mareh 1. 1916. it had fallen to 2.124, or little more 
than half. The nuinlM*r of horses which ran. ns 
mentioned alsive, up to the end of August in 1913, 
was 3,<K>6. Up to tlie same date in 1916 it laid 
fallen to 1..367. or considerably less tliun half. He 
was confident that Mr. Runciman fully appreciated 
the importance of keeping racing alive as the main- 
stay of the horse breeding industry in this country, 
ami t!mt ho was anxious to encourage it as far as 
present conditions iM'iniitted. 

He might also mention that he had called Mr. 
Runciman’s attention to the inconsistency of sanc- 
tioning unre<*ognized meetings, especially in certain 
localities, while racing under ^Jockey Club rules 
was suspended cl.sewhcre than at* Newmarket, iK)int- 
ing out that the holding of such meetings, wlii<*h 
couM in no way benefit horse-breeding, very 
naturally caused consiilerable feeling and a sense 
of injustice among those who were adversely af- 
fected by present restrictions Avliich they loyally 
accepted; and that Mr. Runciman had intimated 
that he proposed to make representations on the 
matter to the responsible d<*partment. 

Lord Jersey further said that he was well awart? 
that many whose livelihood de;K*nded to a great 
extent on racing had lately had a very hard time 
owing to the restrictions under which it was now 
carried on. He wished to take that opportunity 

of assuring them that the Stewards were fully 
cognizant of the situation and were ready to extend 
the list of fixtures as soon as tin* government told 
them that this could be done without interfering 
with those paramount considerations which alone 
counted at the present time. 

He wished emphatically to state that in. his 
opinion, and ho believed it was also the opinion of 
his colleagues, the real interests of racing could 
best bo served by endeavoring cheerfully to make 
the lM‘st of such facilities as might from time to 
time become iKissible. He entirely disagreed with 
those v.'ho took u despondent view and wIkf 
liiscovcred in the present situation signs and ! 
omens of evil iM)rtent for the future. He was ^ 
confident that their fears were groundless, and that ; 
when happier days returned racing would again j 
flourish as a national institution under Jockey Club » 
rules in the same way that it had done in the past. 

Sir John Thiirsby said that on behalf of Mr. 
Artliur James and himself he associated himself 
with everything that h:ul fallen from Lord Jersey, 
with whom tliey were in entire accord. 

I.iord Lonsdale hoi>ed it would not be considered 
presumptuous on his part in rising at the moment, 
but he did feel he should be only echoing the views 
tliat had lM*cn universally expressed in moving a 
resolution to congratulate the stewards upon the 
able diplomacy they had shown during the whole 
of the trouble connected with racing during the 
present war. There were enormous diffieiilties, and 
everyone, he was sure, knew well enough that tlie 
way ill which those difficulties from day to day 
ami from month to mouth had been dealt with, 
would meet not only with the approval of the mem- 
bers of the (Tub, but with their deep appreciation, 
and he thought there ought to be ii siM*cial note 
recorded in tlie minutes of the (Tub to thank them 
for the diplomatic way in which they had dealt 
with all matters connected with racing. He begged 
to move that resolution, and if it was .in order he 
hoi>ed it would lx* carried. 

Mr. Larnach said he hud the greatest pleasure in 
seconding the resolution. They all knew how- great 
the difficulties had been, and he thought the (Tub 
ought to thank the stewards for the exc<*llent way 
in which they had dealth with those difficulties. 

The resolution was put to the meetiug, and car- 
ried unanimously. 

Ixird Jersey, on behalf of the stewards, thanked 
the members present for the confidence they had 
so kindly expressed. — Loudon Sporting Life. 

PEACE IN SIGHT AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Brown’s Price for City Park Accepted with Pro- 
viso Likely to Be Agreed To. 

New Orleans La., October 27. — With one modifi- 
cation, to which there can be no reasonable object- 
ion, the Business Men’s Racing Association’s Board 
of directors today at noon, adopted a resolution 
to accept the proiwsition drafted at the City Hall 
by the representatives of H. D. Brown for the pur- 
chase of the City Park. 

Under the terms of the agreement the City Park 
track is to be sold to the Business Men’s Racing 
Association for $400,0(X). Saturday forenoon is 
fixed for the signing of the preliminary agreement. 
Within forty -eight hours, on Monday, the Business 
Men’s Racing Association is to deixisit in tlie Hi- 
bernian Bank and Trust Co., $40,(KN), ten per cent 
of the purchase price. Twenty days thereafter the 
sale is to be completed by the payment of an ad- 



ditional .$7.7. (MK) to H. I». Brown. 

If through the fault of the Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Assoei.-ition the sale falls tiirough, $20.tMH) of 
tlie .$40.(MK1 is to go to Brown as a forfeit and 
the other $20,000 is to Im* r«*turned. 

Out* of the provisions of the original agreein<*nt 
was that the Business Men’s Racing Assoeiation 
binds itsi lf for eight years not to race here before 
January 1. iior later than the end of the Carnival 
and eoneeiled to Rrown the right on an injunction 
in tin* courts to pnvent any violation of the pro- 
vision. The h*ssors of the Fair Grounds tnick were 
required to be made jiarties to this provision. 

The mudifieation to be proposeil by the business 
men is a reiiprocal condition that, during these 
eight years, Rrown shall lx* iMumd not to ra<*e 
in New Grleans. .b fTerson or St, Bernard I’arishes. 

Assuming that Rrown is aeting in good faith it 
is not eonsidered possible that thi.s ainendmeat ran 
prt'veiit the (saisnmination of the deal on Saturday. 
The whole subje<*t matter of the piireh.ise of (Tty 
Park track was tliresh«*d out at a meeting Thnrs- 
«lay of a eommittee* compos<*«l of 1‘resideiit Mac- 
Diarmid, R. II. Ed.dy ami Attorney J. P. Sullivan, 
to which th<* hiisiness men referred it. The com- 
mittee inmle a favorable re<*omiiiendation with the 
amendment m(*ntioned and today’s meeting of the 
iMj.ird folio well. 

LATONIA LICENSE CASE HEARING. 

Covington, Ky., October 27. — The Latonia race 
traek annexation case c;ime up for h(*aring befora 
Jmige Harlx?son in the Kenton ('ounty Circuit Court. 
The principal fight was precipitated over a motion 
made by (Tty Solicitor Schmitz to strike from the 
petition all that part of it relating to the pn*liml- 
nary resolution adojited by the Ixiard of commission- 
ers at tlie instanee of Mayor Craig, causing the 
solii*itor to prepare the ne.essary annexation reso- 
lution and .setting forth that the annexation of the 
race track wnuld authorize the city to tax the 
property by way of license $30,350 ix*r annum, or 
at a rate (*f $100 per race. 

Mr. Schmitz <-ontended that It made no difference 
what the purpose of the city was in annexing, the 
question was one merely addressing itself to the 
city as to whether or not it desired this annexation. 
Harvey Myers, representing the track, argued that 
the purpose of the city, as set forth in the res<»ln- 
tion, showed it to Im* merely for revenue and that 
that was not sulficient in order to autliorize annex- 
ation. 

“This statute re<iuires,” said Mr. Myers, “that 
some iMUiefit must accrue to l>oth the citj* and the 
territory annexed, unless it was necessary to the 
future growth of the city that the property should 
be annexed regardless of the lx*nefits. He said he 
was not surprised that the city and its represent- 
tives were now’ .ashamed of the ridiculous resolution 
passed, and it was no w’onder they desired now’ to 
si:ppn*ss it. but. said Myers, if the mayor of tliis 
great city insisted upon projecting his nether ex- 
tremities into a iM)sition where they ma.v lx* soundly 
kicked, it was the mayor’s fault only. The res»>- 
lution was more or less a political move, and w’as 
couched in such alluring terms that the majority 
of the lx>ard of commissioners were afraid to vote 
against it. although every one of them knew’ it 
was an outrage. It was said that even the com- 
missioners ami the entire city smiled when the 
amount of license tax was mentioned, and that 
commissioners had no idea of enforcing any such 
tax, but that it w’as purely partisan ixilitics.” 
Myers stated broadly that there was something 
deeper and lx*yomI which caused this resolution to lx* 
introduced, ami that at the proix*r time the real 
reason for it would lx* apparent in this ca.se. 

Judge H.'irbeson ordered tlie case submitted next 
Monday, and the parties will file briefs in the 
meantime. 

READY FOR ACTION AT DEVONSHIRE. 

Windsor, Out., Octolx*r 27. — The card for the 
opening day of the second meeting of the Western 
Racing Association filled well, the entries in each 
race b<*ing well matched. 

The feature, a handicap at one mile and seventy 
yards, will bring out some of the best horses at 
the course. The track will be in good condition 
and the w’eather man promises clear weather. The 
plant has been improved since the last meeting, 
the finishing touches having been given to it. 

The first race w’ill start at 2 p. m. every day, in 
order to get the public home before darkness sets 
in. 

Frank Sullivan has been appointed general mana- 
ger of the track.
